Cause of 
Explosion 


CORNING, Ark. (AP) — In- 


vestigators weren't telling, early 
today if they had any ideas 
about what caused the mysteri- 
ous explosion of munitions in a 
freight train here Wednesday. 


FBI and Red River Arsenal 


men probed the area, even 
though a 15-foot deep, 50-foot 
wide crater dug by the explo- 
sion was filled in by. railroad 
renair crews. • 


The blast shook a three-state 


area, and broke windows as 
far away as Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
about 30 miles north. 


The more than 2,500 residents 


of Corning were shielded from 
the blast by a metal and con- 
crete grain elevator, which of- 
ficials estimate took a $150,000 
beating from shrapnel and the 
explosion's force. 


"I hat eto think what might 


of happened if she (the grain 
elevator) hadn't been there," 
said Deputy Sheriff Jess Wat- 
son. 


Only one minor injury was 


reported. 


A nearby house, unoccupied 


during the pre-dawn blast, was 
sheared in two. 


A natural gas line was rup- 


tured 
at the scene, forcing 


evacuation of about 250 Corning 
residents. 


Communities up to 50 miles 


away—in Arkansas, 
Missouri 


and Tennessee—heard windows 
rattle when the 600 artillery 
shells blew up. 


The 175mm shells were from 


Burlongton, Iowa, and headed 
for the Red 
Texarkana. 


Negroes Are 
Dispersed 
by Tear Gas 


HERTFORD, N.C. (AP) - 


Authorities used tear gas and 
fire hoses to disperse about 200 
Negro demonstrators Wednes- 
day night. 


Police said 30 persons were 


arrested for parading without a 
permit and released on $60 bond 
each. No injuries were reported. 


Three 
highway 
patrolmen 


were struck by flying objects, 
but none required treatment. 


Hertford is an agricultural;

It is 17 miles southwest of 
Elizabeth City. The area has a 
large Negro population. 


The violence broke out as 


police loaded demonstrators on 
a prison department bus. 


The march was called by civil

new commissioner of food and 
ttrugs is a man of action — "T 
like to see things get done" — 
and he is showing it in trying to 
dean up during his first 90 dap 
in office all pending drug cases 
that are ready for decision.

Many Warren 
Rulings Hit by 
Justice Black 


By BARRY SCHWEID 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The 


complexity of Hugo L. Black 
alongside a fiery belief that the 
Constitution 
means 
exactly 


what it says shines through the 
Supreme Court's affirmation of 
the 1965 Voting Rights Act. 


Black, 80 nine days ago and 


an associate justice since 1937, 
won't sit still for any label, 
be it "liberal," ".conservative" 
or "activist." And he won't sit 
still when he feels his fellow 
judges have marched off in the 
•wrong direction, no matter how 
worthy the goal. 


Black 
demonstrated 
this 


again Monday. Chief 
Justice 


Earl Warren got the unanimity 
he wanted for upholding two key 
sections of the voting law — the 
suspension 
q f literacy tests 


where used to keep Negroes 
from the polls and the dispatch 
of federal examiners to those 
areas to register qualified Ne- 
groes. 


But Black wouldn't go along 


with his eight colleagues in up- 
holding a third key section of 
the law that would require new 
state voting laws to pass federal 
muster. 


From his seat to Warren's 


right, th eposition traditionally 
reserved for the senior justice, 
Black lashed this ruling because 
it would treat state "like sepa- 
rate corporate units with no 
power of their own." 


Scanning the less than half- 


filled chamber, Black said, "I 
would have yielded a lot not to 
have had to file a written dis- 
sent in the case — but I felt 
compelled to do so." 


As he has so many times, in 


the past 28 years, often standing 
alone, Black made his case by 
looking smack at the Constitu- 
tion. There he found nothing to 
support what Congress had done 
and the court approved. 


"Nothing like that was ever 


contemplated with the Constitu- 
tion or the 15th Amendment 
was -adopted," he said. 


In his written opinion, Black 


added: "I see no reason to read 
into the Constitution meanings it 
did not have when it was adopt- 
ed and which have not been put 
into it since." 


Two weeks ago, a bristling 


Black went to the Constitution 
and found nothing to prevent 
any state, including Louisiana, 
from making it 
unlawful 
to 


stage "sit-ins" in public libra- 
ries. 


He found the "sacred" right 


to protest clearly protected by 
the First Amendment, but not 
"the right to use someone else's 
property even that owned by 
government and dedicated 
to 


other purposes, as a stage to 
express dissident ideas." 


This reading led Black, a 


champion of human rights, to 
vote against reversal of "breach 
of peace" convictions of five 
Negro civil rights demonstra- 
tors. 


Aejain Black was in the minor- 


ity but again he raised his voice 
loud and clear. 


In crackling anger he said, "I 


shall never aeree to any opinion 
or holding that peo.e may go 
anyplace and insist on staying 
in that place to exercise their 
• ipht to talk." 


Dissent can be a lonely pur- 


suit and to a casual observer, 
at least, it would appear to be 
a trying position, especially for a 
man of 80. But almost daily, 
Hugo Lafayette Black gives evi- 
dence that his.fighting spirit 
will not be curbed.

The local bank probably is 


a good source of explanation 
on a variety of loans. Here 
are a few to ask about: 


United Student Aid Funds 


—USAF is a nonprofit organ- 
ization which g u a r a n t e e s 
loans to students recommend- 
ed by both college and bank. 
About 7,000 banks now par- 
ticipate in the plan. Under 
the new legislation, under- 
graduates may borrow up to 
$1,000 per year; graduate stu- 
dents $1,500, to a maximum 
aggregate of $7,500. A stu- 
dent must begin to repay the 
amount up to 10 months after 
completing his studies. He 
may take up to 15 years from 
the original date of the loan 
to repay at a maximum inter- 
est rate of 6 per cent a year, 
based on a declining balance. 
The loan is insured. 


S t a t e Guaranty Corpora- 


tions—Massachusetts first es- 
tablished u state-wide corpor- 
ation to guarantee college 
loans in 1956. Now 20 states 
have IT are in the process ol 


up similar plans tor 


low-cost, long-term insured 
loans made through individ- 
ual banks. Federal terms ap- 
piy. 


Federally guaranteed loans 


—Where private or state pro- 
grams for insured loans do 
not exist, the Office of Edu- 
cation is authorized to set up 
its own program through the 
banks. On all federally in- 
sured loans, there is special 
provision for students whose 
parents have a family income 
of less than $15,000 after 
taxes. For such a student, the 
government pays all the inter- 
est on his loan while he is 
still in school and 3 per cent 
of the interest when he starts 
repaying the loan after leav- 
ing school. 


Bank Loan Plans—Most stu- 


dents will need more than 
$1,000 a year to get through 
college. For their parents a 
variety of loan plans is avail- 
able at most full-service com- 
mercial banks. Many 
offer 


preferred interest rates on 
loans for education. Banks 
also have stretched repay- 
ment years to as many as dou- 
ble the 
number of years' 


study. 


Combination s a v i n g and 


borrowing plan — The ideal 
way to finance a college edu- 
cation is to save ahead of 
time. A relatively new bank 
plan combines the bank's sav- 
ings and lending functions 
into one activity. Part of the 
money for college is saved b\ 
the future student's parents 
part of it is later loaned by 
the bank.
